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7:30 p.m. to 8:05 p.m. Adjudicary Hearing was held under Chapter 
140, section 157 M.G.L. on the 12/4/86 letter of complaint received 
from Theresa E. Rock, 22 Bigelow Road, against the dogs owned 
by Peter Merloni of 11 Bigelow Road. Animal Control Officer 
Charles F. Hamel was present. 


All who planned to give evidence were sworn in: Animal Control 
Officer Hamel, Mr. and Mrs. Rock (complainants) and Peter Merloni 
(respondant). 


December 4, 1986 letter of complaint received from Theresa Rock 
was read into the record. 


After hearing all the testimony, a MOTION was made by Selectman 
Keller, seconded by Chairman Cipriano, and VOTED (2 to Q) to 
find that the dogs as specified in the evidence are a public 
nuisance in the Town of Southborough; and further, that said 
dogs have violated the relevant sections of the Town By-Law 
pertaining to restraint; and further to impose upon the owner 
of said dogs an 


ORDER that the dogs shall remain under a 24-hour restraint by 
chain, enclosure, rope or similar device. 


Chairman Cipriano informed Mr. Merloni that this Order is appealable 
to the District Court in Westborough within 10 days of such 
Order. 


8:06 p.m. to 8:20 p.m. A meeting was held with Highway Superin- 
tendent John W. Boland. Subject of discussion: snow removal. 
Selectman Keller stated that she had received several telephone 
calls from residents complaining about the lack of snow removal 
on their street. Mrs. Keller herself noted the deep ruts on 
Middle Road south. Mr. Boland explained that at 10 p.m. that 
evening there were just flurries. He went to the Police Station 
and asked them to call him later if conditions became worse. 
The Police Department called around 3 a.m. and the snow came 
down heavy around 5 a.m. At around 3 a.m. they started sanding 
and salting. Eleven plows started out when the storm increased 
- 9 town vehicles and 2 hired contractors. Water Department 
vehicles are used in addition to the Highway Department vehicles. 
The problem lies in the following streets being at the end of 
the routes: Middle Road, Parkerville Road, Flagg Road, Deerfoot 
Road and Pine Hill Road. It takes about 4 to 5 hours before 
any of those roads can be completed. By the time the plows 
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got to those streets, the heavy snow was falling which was about 
5 a.m. Traffic was then out and packed the snow down and the 
plow could not lift it. It had to be salted and later scraped 
down. He agreed that the ruts were bad. The problem seems 
to lie in the budget constraint and lack of personnel. Mr. Boland 
said he could use 5 more trucks at least. He makes the determination 
whether or not to sand, salt or plow. The Police notify him 
if there is a situation that exists and he takes it from there. 
Communication is no problem. The Selectmen asked if there was 
any way in which they could help. Mr. Boland replied that more 
money would help. 
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Board noted December 29 letter from Police Chief Colleary regarding 
advertising for a patrolman and Sergeant Charles R. O'Connell's 
taking an early retirement effective February 28, 1987.

Site Plan Hearing held on application 
of Courtney Williams dba Bates Brook Realty Assoc., to change 


and expand the retail use of 21-27 Turnpike Road, Fayville, 
by moving the trailer business and constructing 18,925 sq. ft. of 
retail space in two buildings.

Mr. Williams presented the certified receipts proving that all 
abutters had been notified. He stated that the trailer business 
has been moved to Auburn, Massachusetts.

Dept., Planning Board (with certain conditions). 


Board noted January 12, 1987 letter from S E A Consultants listing 
several details lacking in the site plan but believe the submitted 
plan is in general conformance with the Zoning By-Laws. Highway 
Supt. John Boland concurred with S E A. 


Since the Board felt that the Site Plan was not complete, Selectman 
Cowles made a MOTION, seconded by Selectman Keller, to continue 
this Site Plan Hearing to Tuesday, February 3, 1987 at 7:30 
p.-m. VOTE: unanimous. 


8:50 p.m. - 9:55 p.m. Meeting with Planning Board and the proponants 
of 9/90 Project on the Framingham/Southborough line. Present 
for 9/90: Attorney John Garrahan of Framingham and Byron Gilchrest, 
partner with Macomber Development Assoc. Mr. Garrahan explained 
that they are now going through the MEPA process and are discussing 
this project with the towns which will be affected. 


10:00 p.m. - 10:55 p.m. Water Commissioners, Board of Health, 
Highway Superintendent John Boland discussed Pine Hill Road 
and Water Commissioners proposed ATM 1987 Warrant Article asking 
for $115,000 for obtaining engineering specifications and drawings 
to install a 112-inch water main from Central Street down Boston 
Road to Pine Hill Road and a one million gallon standpipe on 
Pine Hill Road. Fire Chief Aspinwall stated that there is no 
fire protection now. He has to bring a tanker of 2,000 gallons. 
Chairman Cipriano suggested taking the matter under advisement 
and discuss this information with the Advisory Committee. 
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Police Training Academy 
Chairman Cipriano signed document allowing Officer Frank Moore 


to attend Police Academy on March 16. MOTION was made by Selectman 
Cowles, seconded by Chairman Cipriano and unanimously VOTED: 
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2 to 0. Selectman Keller did not participate in this matter. 


Selectmen signed bond for highway improvements. The Town will 
be reimbursed by the State for Chapter 90 roads. VOTE: unanimous. 


Massachusetts Turnpike Authority. Janice C. Conlin was appointed 


by the Selectmen as the liaison person to attend meetings for 
the Selectmen. Charles E. Gaffney was appointed as an Alternate. 
MOTION was made by Selectman Cowles, seconded by Selectman Keller, 
and unanimously VOTED. 


Board noted 1/7 letter from Southborough Conservation Commission 
stating that regarding the relocation of Willow Street project, 
the Commission does not find that there is sufficient justification 
for the alteration and relocation of Bates Brook. 


Chairman Cipriano announced that House Bill No. 5782 passed 
and signed by the Governor as Chapter 699, Acts of 1986, "An 
Act Relative to the Review of Certain Plans Submitted Pursuant 
to the Subdivision Control Law". This law will make a preliminary 
plan mandatory and the definitive plan has been expanded to 
a 90-day review under the same terms and conditions which existed 
in the previous statute. Previously, the Planning Boards did 
not have sufficient time to review plans. 


Board will dedicate the 1986 Annual Report to Mary E. Finn.

The only safe chemical 
that could be used is known as Sevin, however it does bother 
the bees. If the Town decides to spray, the Town has to notify 
all abutters at least two weeks before the spraying starts and 
a notice has to be posted in two or three public places. Markers 
have to be placed on property of those who do not want it sprayed. 
An aerial photograph shows the tops of trees are gone in the 
south end of Town. Future problems comes from the prevailing 
winds from Ashland, Framingham and Hopkinton. An Article will 
be placed in the April Town Meeting Warrant. Estimated cost 
is up to $5,000. However, Supt. Mauro can't find anyone interested 
in spraying the Town if funds are approved at Town Meeting. 
Oak trees attract the gypsy moths and the south end of Town 
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has a considerable amount of them. The forecast is that the 
gypsy moths are supposed to be declining. It has gone from 
last year's almost 100% in this area down to this year's 80%. 
Spraying usually starts around 4 a.m. and finishes around 8 
aem. There is less wind early in the morning. Spraying is 
done via a truck - street application only. The spray goes 
into the woods approximately 100 feet, sometimes only 50 feet 
depending on the density of the trees. 


9:20 p.m. to 10:20 p.m. Library Building Study Committee met 
with the Board pertaining to the issue of whether or not the 
Board of Selectmen would place upon the ballot a question of 
an override of Proposition 2 1/2 for a proposed expansion of 
the Southborough Public Library. Members of the Committee were 
present including Chairman Robert Juliano. Chairman Cipriano 
read a letter from the Advisory Committee dated March 30, 1987 
stating that it will give its opinion on this matter at Town 
Meeting.

According to the Planning Board, the remaining issues pertaining 
to Garrison Lane: Minor repairs need to be completed such as 
repairing broken berm and minor repairs to the roadway and four 
points listed in its letter dated January 20, 1987. 


According to the Planning Board, the remaining issues pertaining 
to Powder Mill Lane: Landscaping, backfill of the curbing, 
dressing up of the existing roadway that is there, continuation 
of the building and the lots that have to be finished, plus 
the same four points listed in its letter dated January 20, 
1987. 


Rez: pumps and _ tanks - one each - 5,000 gallons from artesian 
wells for each street. Fire Chief Aspinwall stated they were 
tested successfully last November.

The paperwork by the Highway 
Superintendent has not been completed for the State. This will 
pay off the initial note by re-borrowing the same $90,000. 
It makes it a six-month note. It was a unanimous VOTE of the 
Board to sign the note. 


Board signed Application for Enrollment in Police Recruit Training 
Program for Officer James F. Finneran, III. Unanimous VOTE 
of the Board to sign the application. 


Davco Orchard. Selectman Cowles stated that he and Conservation 
Commission Chairman Arnold Gustafson toured the town orchard 
last Wednesday, April 8. They noticed a landfill that is going 
to cause some problems. Mr. Ray Davis called Mr. Gustafson 
last summer and asked if the Commission would pay him to cut 
the hay in the Orchard. A letter was sent to Mr. Davis informing 
him that the Commission would not pay him to cut the hay. If 
he wanted to cut the hay and use it for his cattle, he could 
use it. He has now constructed an electric fence through the 
middle of the Orchard. The Conservation Commission and the 
Board of Health need direction from the Board of Selectmen as 
to resolving these problems. 
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Pine Hill Road. Chairman Gustafson stated that his Commission 
has even a worse problem on Pine Hill Road. He stated that 
he found a total building demolished and Framingham Union Hospital 
has been depositing material bordering a wetland on Pine Hill 
Road. A developer has destroyed a wetland by filling in a stream 
bed with his silt. The Commission asked him to file but he 
wouldn't file. The Conservation Commission asked Town Counsel 
last year to pursue the matter. It never was done. There is 
now a 30 foot mountain of debris of a building which has been 
demolished from Framingham Union Hospital and deposited on the 
Site. Mr. Gustafson is meeting with the Administrator of the 
Hospital on Tuesday, April 14, at 1 p.m. to identify the rubbish. 
Mr. Gustafson identified the rubbish by going through it Sunday 
afternoon (4/12/87) until he found several signs of Framingham 
Union Hospital proving the rubbish was theirs. The developer 
is filling land to construct a house on top of it. A lot of 
the debris is concrete foundation and building rubbish. It 
is not considered regular waste, not appropriate filling material 
for a building lot. The Conservation Commission want the material 
removed. The DEQE told Mr. Gustafson that the Board of Health 
Agent, Chris Knuth, has the ability to issue cease and desist 
orders and fine the property owner. It is the property owner's 
responsibility to know what is being dumped on his property. 
This is considered an illegal landfill. A cease and desist 
will be served on the developer. Board of Selectmen would like 
a copy of this. Chairman Cipriano said the cease and desist 
order should be delivered to the site, certified mailing and 
regular mail. 


Chairman Cipriano asked that the Conservation Commission, Board 
of Health, Town Counsel Busconi and the developer meet with 
the Board of Selectmen at its meeting of Tuesday, April 28 at 
7:30 p.m.

The owner of the site had not filed 
with the Conservation Commission. At a meeting of the Conservation 
Commission, the Town Counsel was given copies of the Enforcement 
Orders who assured the Commission that something would be done. 
Mr. Gustafson checked the rubble on the site in question and 
found a sign from Framingham Union Hospital. The Administrator 
of the hospital, Mr. White, was contacted. Mr. White identified 
the trash as being the building that they tore down on their 
property in Framingham which was deposited on the Pine Hill 
Road site. Perrini subcontracted this work. Mr. White will 
get back to Mr. Gustafson with the name of the subcontractor. 
DEQE wants this problem handled on a local level. In the opinion 
of the DEQE, it is the property owner's responsibility to know 
what is being dumped on his property. Under DEQE, this is not 
allowable fill under Chaper 111. Because the fill is not near 
a wetland, the Conservation Commission cannot get it removed. 
The Conservation Commission want to deal with the silt into 
the wetland from this piece of property. Chapter 111 is enforced 
by the Board of Health. The rubble dumped on Pine Hill Road 
site is reinforced 10" concrete walls with 1" steel reinforcing 
rods. Also there are two big piles of crushed lumber on top 
of it that look like it came out of a big packer. The owner 
of the Pine Hill Road site is Mr. Eugene Kelly, dba Newport 
Development Co.. Mr. Kelly was present, also his partner Mr. 
Lawler. The pile of rubble is approximately 30 feet deep - 
probably covers about an area of 75' square. The dumping occurred 
sometime in the fall, around October. The original Enforcement 
Order was regarding the siltation of the wetland under Chapter 
131. This occurred before the dumping of this rubbish. The 
original siltation damage to the wetland occurred in late January 
of 1986 from the excavation. Chairman of the Board of Health 
Philip Mauch is hoping to draft a by-law with the support of 
the Planning Board because of the tightness of the solid waste 
situation all over the state - where there are lots that are 
unbuildable within a subdivision, as long as they can meet the 
water table requirements, as long as they can meet what the 
Board of Health decides can or can't go in those holes, the 
builders would have a place within the subdivision to get rid 
of stumps, rocks, etc. 


Mr. Kelley stated that he bought the property and planned to 
build three homes. When he bought the property it was filled 
with stumps. He hired Fantoni Construction to remove the stumps 
and they hauled them away. The trash on the site was not dumped 
by Mr. Kelley who was totally unaware that it was being put 
there. It was not authorized by Mr. Kelley. Silt going into

the wetland occurred when all the stumps were removed and heavy 
winter rains caused some of the fill to go into the wetland. 
He is ready to deal with the wetland problem. Mr. Kelley is 
conveying the property to Mr. Lawler due to the fact that Mr. Kelley 
had run out of funds to go ahead and complete the project. 
He has tried to keep people from dumping on this site. He put 
concrete forms across the entrance way, posted no trespassing 
signs - police take notice, etc. There is good clean fill at 
the bottom of this pile of rubbish. He is trying to find out 
who dumped this rubbish on the property and expects them to 
pay to have it removed. He does not have the funds but knows 
it is his responsibility for it.

(2) list of people who have wells, (3) list from DEQE of any 
hazardous waste spills for whole length of proposed widening 
of the Massachusetts Turnpike. 


Mr. Rancatore, a resident of Gilmore Road, stated that he and 
other residents in the Gilmore Road area had received a letter 
from the MTA Real Estate Office asking permission for surveyors 
to go on their land. No reason was given. Mr. Gerrard stated 
that it probably was for ecological purposes and asked if Mr. 
Rancatore would send him a copy of the letter he received. 
Mr. Rancatore agreed. 


High noise level was discussed. Mr. Gerrard stated that statistics 
have proven that in New York, schools near the elevated trains 
did not do as well as schools further away. 


Mrs. Poole stated that someone came to their home with a noise 
level recorder box and commented that indeed the noise level 
was high at her home. However, they did not leave the box stating 
that they were going to take noise levels down the street and 
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would be back. They never returned to take a 24-hour reading. 
Mr. Poole stated that readings would be different at other homes

Planning Board Chairman Charles Gaffney informed Mr. Gerrard 
that a 172 affordable housing unit will be constructed on property 
on the west side of Parkerville Road via a State Comprehensive 
Permit. They want to start building this fall. This project 
is not too far from the Finn School area. Mr. Gaffney will 
send a copy of the comprehensive plan to Mr. Gerrard for his 
review. Mr. Gaffney questioned the MTA as what will happen 
to the traffic dumped into Rt. 128 from the proposed widening. 
They could not supply an answer at this time.

Certified receipts were filed with the Board proving that abutters 
had been notified of this hearing. 


Mr. Galvani began the presentation by giving a history of the 
land involved in this hearing. The parcel consists of 5.88 
acres along the southerly side of Firmin Avenue and on the south- 
easterly side of Willow Street and bordered by the railroad 
tracks on the rear. Rt. 9 Business District is behind it and 
industrial uses are to the west beginning with Hendries. The 
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Site was zoned from Residential to Industrial by the Annual 
Town Meeting on April 17, 1985. During the Annual Town Meeting 
Strehlke made certain representations to the Town to insure 
this would be a quality proposal. All of the representations 
that were made at that time have been complied with. A Covenant 
was executed with the Town - that Strehlke would pay for engineering 
work to redesign the Firmin Avenue/Boston Road intersection 
and deposited the sum of $30,000. Strehlke agreed to dimensional 
and use regulations on the site. This site can only be used 
for an office building and a maximum of 40,000 s.f. That is 
what is being requested at this site plan hearing. A conservation 
restriction was imposed of a 1.96 acre parcel on the opposite 
side of the street. That will remain in perpetuity as open 
Space. Covenant was signed in December 1985 and has been recorded 
in the Registry. The building will be basically a wood-frame 
Structure to have a residential design that will fit in with 
the contour of the lot and with the natural wooded setting. 
They will stake the borderline of the areas that are to be preserved 
in their natural state with hay bales and stakes so that these 
areas will not be disturbed. Additional landscaping was agreed 
as requested by the Planning Board and 40 additional trees of 
7 feet or over will be planted. Lighting specifications will 
be similar to those used at the building by the A. J. Lane Company 
at 225 Turnpike Road.

Strehlke has total rights of 
development of this site. The owner is under an permanent obligation 
to sell this property to Strehlke at a point in the future.

The provisions of the bill include: Creation of a County assistance 
program to provide grants for counties for the operation of 
jails, maintenance of effort requirements for counties which 
receive such grants at the same level of county spending for 
jails which existed in Fiscal 1987, application for grants by 
Sheriff with approval of County Advisory Board and County Com- 
missioners, control of County jail remains with the counties 
and the State will pay 11/2 times the regular in-lieu-tax payments 
to cities and towns for State-owned land used for prisons; creation 
of a Executive Office of Criminal Justice and reorganization 
of Executive Office of Human Services and Public Safety to shift 
responsibility and the State shall operate replacement for Deer 
Island. 


House Bill 5883 states that all Registry of Deeds are taken 
over by the State and operated by a newly created Land Records 
Commission - local option for counties to give court buildings 
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and court jails to State by unanimous vote of County Commissioners. 
The question of turning over the both courts and jails to the 
State will appear on every bi-annual State ballot in each county 
which has decided not to do so. When there is no takeover, 
reimbursement to counties for already expended jail funding 
shall go back to the cities and towns. County correction budgets 
should continue to be reviewed by the County Advisory Boards 
but appropriations would be in State hands. After take over, 
the County Assessment on cities and towns could only be 2 1/2 
per cent higher than previous years minus amount of funds previous 
allocated to jails and a mandatory takeover of Suffolk County 
prisons." 


Selectman McAuliffe is opposed to the passage of both Senate 
1923 and House 5883 due to the fact that the whole question 
of county government has been under study and examination for 
the past several months. He would like the Board to so notify 
the Town's current legislators that the Town is opposed to the 
passage of both of these bills. Selectman McAuliffe put that 
in the form of a MOTION. Selectman Keller seconded the Motion. 
VOTE was unanimous to send letters of the Board's opposition 
to the passage of both Senate Bill #1923 and House Bill #5883. 


Board noted July 7 letter from Philip G. Mauch and other residents 
of Framingham Road asking the Board to post No Parking signs 
along Framingham Road to diffuse a potentially dangerous traffic 
situation. Administrative Assistant Conlin stated that this 
letter has been discussed with Police Chief William Colleary 
and Highway Superintent Boland.

Tt was explained that seven RFF’s were 
sant out, five of which received a response. Interviews were scheduled 
with the following three firms which have the best expectation of being 
able to meet the Town's needs:

Tt was @xplained that rates charged would range from $40/hour to $S5/hour, 
and a 3.0 multiplier would be used. furrantkly they are working 4-3 hours 
a week for the Water Department, or about $20,000 pear year. 


Mew McAuliffe was told that the Town’s contract with the MWRA ends in 
1997, and future arrangements with the Town will be in the form of a 


parmit, nok a cantract. 


Me. Monahan explained that his firm would assign a project manager to 


each of the Town's assigned projects. A planner would not be used for 
routing work. Rates for meetings could be negotiated. Whitman & Howard 
said they would agree nok to do any private work within the Town if their 


firm was selected. 


3320 FM to G:S55 FM. Representing the firm of Greenman-Federson, Inc. were 
Me. Steven Berkowitz and Mr. Howard Sheen@y. Mr. Berkowites complemented 
the Town for their unusual approach to engineering services. He said his 
firm provides comprehensive services to many towns, and represents several 
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howns as their town engineer. Mr. Berkowite explained that Mr. Sheeney is 
their senior angineer and is retired from the Mass. DFW where he was 
involved with highway design and planning for the past 38 years. He 
outlined his firm’s expertise in obtaining state funding. Mr. Berkowitz 
gaid his firm's hourly rates were all-inclusive, and because of their 
office’s close proximity to Southborough could provide a quick response to 
any problems. 


9210 FM to 9:40 FM. Representing the firm of SEA were Mr. David 
Soodamote, Mr. Fred Aufiero, and Mr. Stephen Benz. Mr. Goodemote outlined 
his firm’s expertise in the areas of water systems analysis, traffic, 
transportation, civil, site, planning, construction services. Mr. Benz 
spoke of SEA‘S approach for review work with environmental impacts, 
planning elements, and infrastructure impacts and said they understand 
what types of issues with which Southborough is concerned. 


Ms. Keller requested a list of SEA clients. Mr. Goodamote spoke of his 
neroposal Lo coordinate a more timely site plan review, and their role in 
naqotiating with developers. Mr. Benz said his firm would charge an 
hourly cate for night meetings. He said his firm has in-house grant 
application capability. 


Me. McAuliffe outlined his assessment of the three firms, saying Whitman & 
Howard Was a very good firm: strong in water; but expressed concern with 
their planning expertise, giving them 7 points out of 10. He said on 
paper GEI is outstanding and is heavily into roads and bridges, and gave 
tham 8 points. SEA, he said, stands on their own record for service to 
the Town of Southborough and is the better of the three firms before us, 
ane gave them 10 points. 

Mo. Keller agreed with Mr. McAuliffe’s assessment. Mr. Bellotti spoke 
against the whole consolidation effort, saying departments will lose 
flexibility and the capability for checks and balances, and objected to a 
firm being chosen on the basis of these interviews. 


Me. Gaffney said he felt the Planning Board could work with either GPT or 
SEA. Me. Bartolini said he felt the Town will benefit from the use of one 
firm. Mr. Boland said he thought the Town will be better off with the 
consolidation of engineering services.

Selectman McAuliffe made a MOTION, seconded by Chairman Cowles: 
that the Site Plan Hearing for Flatley Company be continued 
until such time as the Final Environmental Impact Report (FEIR) 
has been certified and accepted and at least fifteen days has 
passed from that date. VOTE: 2 to 0. (Selectman Keller did 
not vote) 


7:15 p.m. Selectman Keller returned to the table. 


7:45 p.m. to 8:42 p.m. Site Plan Hearing was held on application 
by Ding On Kwan proposing to renovate, reconstruct and enlarge 
the existing buildings and conversion of the existing use into 
a mixed use development consisting of 70,000 (more or less) 
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sq. ft. for the local Post Office on property located at 24-28 
Newton Street (Map 65, Lot 13 & 13A). It was noted that all 
abutters had been notified by certified mail of this hearing. 
Presentation was made by Jeffrey A. Grossman. Also present 
were Mr. Kwan, their landscape architect, building architect 
and Mr. Kwan's traffic engineer. The industrial portion consists 
of 8.65 acres. Mr. Kwan is still negotiating with the post 
office. Subjects discussed: 4 septic systems, parking, landscaping, 
lighting, traffic study, and drainage. Approvals were received 
from the Site Plan Boards. Planning Board approved with conditions 
listed. Highway Superintendent Boland stated the issues not 
agreed to at this time are the following: (1) full depth recon- 
struction on Framingham Road intersection and (2) the closing 
of the eastern end of Cross Street. Mr. Grossman stated that 
if Framingham Road needs to be done, Mr. Kwan will take care 
of it. Steve Benz of S E A Consultants Inc. approved the plan 
as presented. 


Selectman McAuliffe made a MOTION, seconded by Selectman Keller, 
and unanimously VOTED to approve as submitted the renovation, 
reconstruction and enlargement of the existing buildings and 
conversion of the existing use into a mixed use development, 
consisting of 70,000 s.f. (more or less) of medical office, 
30,000 s.f. (more or less) of general office, and 10,000 s.f. (more 
or less) for the local post office. This approval is subject 
to any written and verbal commitments from all town departments 
and applicant made at the 12/22/87 site plan hearing. 


8:45 p.m. to 9:14 p.m./9:21 p.m. to 9:35 Site Plan Hearing 
held on application of Steven M. Ryan proposing to construct 
a strip mall/office building at 112 Southville Road (Map 3, 
Lot 33). Planning Board members Lee Bartolini and Richard Bellotti, 
Police Chief William Colleary, Highway Superintendent John Boland 
and Steve Benz of S E A Consultants Inc. were present. Mr. Benz 
read his report. Presentation was made by Jeffrey Grossman. 
Mr. Ryan was also present. Certified receipts were in order. 
Approvals were received from the Site Plan Boards with conditions 
by Planning Board and the Fire Chief. Tree Warden's letter 
of December 22 asked that Canadian Hemlock and Rhododendrons 
be planted on the top of the banking on Mr. Ryan's property 
Or the Town's property. Mr. Grossman stated that no leases 
have been signed to date so they do not know who will be occupy ing 
the building. Lighting will be the same as A. J. Lane on Turnpike 
Road. Lights can be set to go off at ll p.m. if desired by 
Selectmen. Traffic was discussed. S E A is convinced that 
this project will not create a serious safety hazard. Mr. Grossman 
stated that he will submit a letter listing the names of who 
the lessees will be. 


MOTION was made by Selectman McAuliffe, seconded by Selectman 
Keller, to approve the site plan as submitted subject to any 
written and verbal commitments from all town departments and 
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applicant made at the 12/22/87 site plan hearing, especially 

(1) that the indoor lighting in the office buildings are off 
at 11:00 p.m. and (2) that the recommendation of the Tree Warden 
of December 22, 1987 be implemented in place of Condition #4 
in 12/22/87 Planning Board letter. VOTE: Chairman Cowles and 
Selectman McAuliffe voted for approval. Selectman Keller voted 
against. 


9:15 p.m. to 9:20 p.m. Hearing on the request for a Transfer 
of Restaurant/All Alcoholic Beverages License from Kenneth E. DePaul 
to High-Tech Real Estate (A Massachusetts Partnership), 106 
Southville Road (formerly Heritage House). Attorney Norman 
Clement represented Mr. DePaul. Mr. Clement said this is a 
technical transfer. Mr. DePaul is in partnership with another 
individual. Mr. DePaul wants to transfer this license to the 
actual owner which is High-Tech Real Estate. The building is 
being leased by a corporation by the name of Heritage House, 
Inc. There will be no changes. Selectman McAuliffe informed 
Mr. Clement that the corporation cannot operate under this license. 
The license is issued to Mr. DePaul. Selectmen were informed 
previously that Mr. DePaul was on the premises and was working 
in the operation. Mr. Clement stated that Heritage House is 
operating the restaurant on the premises. Mr. DePaul and Miss 
Remin have been involved in the operation in a supervisory capacity. 
Selectman McAuliffe stated that this is not acceptable under 
the law. MOTION was made by Selectman McAuliffe, seconded by 
Selectman Keller, and unanimously VOTED to take this matter 
under advisement until such time as the Board can get a legal 
opinion from Town Counsel Frederick Busconi on this matter. 
Attorney Clement will consult Town Counsel Busconi.
